Owing to Poverty, a Paris Woman

ured'but a clear profit'of ?600.for him- 
self by taking advantage of the odds 
and hedging, so that it did not affect, 
his -winnings whichever way the elec- 
tionwent. 
This was his .way. of .fol- 


lowing the change of odds: He bet $700 
to $1,000 on.Vaii.Wyck, $800 to $1-,000 
on. Van Wyck, and finally $900 to $1,000 
on Van. Wyck! v At these odds'he had 
put up.'$2,400 to win $3,000 if Van 
Wyck^was elected. 
The odds changed 


so .that he was able to make one Tt>et 
of .$700 to $1,000 on Roosevelt,, another 
at $800 to:,$1,000 and a'third at $900 to 
$1,000,; representing again a total' ot 
$2,400 to $3,000 on Roosevelt."

(including the agents of the Howard 
Benevolent,Association), escaped the 
terrible epidemic of yellow fever, there 
(as they claimed) by wearing pow- 
dered sulphur in -their shoes—also the 
evidence, of a distinguished Germar 
medical • writer, translated into Eng- 
lish, that wearing sulphur in .this, way 
has proved a complete protection 
against cholera and other epidemic 
diseases; also that those working the 
sulphur mines of Italy escape the ma- 
laria which prevails all about them; 
also that sulphur in the shoes has 
cured various cases 
of rheumatism; 


also that sulphur taken internally or 
worn in the snoes has sufficient power 
to pass through the body, the clothing 
and the pocketbook, blackening 
the 


silver there. 


I find in the Londbn Lancet that 


no less authority than the president of 
the Institute.of Civil Engineers of 
London declares 'that the sulphurous 
Tapor produced by the combustion of 
coal in 
[ that. city-, kills .the disease 


germs in the atmosphere^ It .'seems to 
me a duty, .at this time, to again sug- 
gest as widely as possible that sulphur 
is very cheap, and whether it destroys: 
or keeps.out germs of disease from 
the body, or only acts, upon the im-, 
agination it cannot do much harm to 
try.it.

of June 15 last will be found an ac- 
count of how the agents of the How- 
ard Benevolent Association, at Mem- 
phis, escaped yellow fever by wearing 
sulphur in their shoes. Half a tea- 
spoonful of powdered'sulphur in each 
shoe or stocking is considered to be 
sufficient. 


I did my b'est last spring to put these 


facts (for the protection of our sol- 
diers) before our army and navy of- 
ficials at Washington. I do not know 
whether anything was'done about the 
matter by our medical officers there, 
but I have received letters from army 
officers and,men that with'sulphur in 
the shoes they had no'fevers and also 
found the sulphur a complete protec- 
tion against fleas.
